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This Place Called Osborndale 


By TED PRESCOTT 


Housatonic River where Yale’s husky oarsmen race, 

just on the western edge of Derby, Connecticut, 
you'll find one of the loveliest natural settings for a 
dairy farm you have ever seen. This is the home of Mrs. 
Waldo S. Kellogg’s Osborndale, over 400 acres of wooded 
hills and valleys, with here and there a small irregular 
meadow or a “‘patch’”’ of corn growing on a thin layer of 
top soil chopped and blasted free of stumps and stones 
many years ago. If you happen to be driving from your 
home on the flat and fertile acres of the middle west, 
you'll wonder at once how such broken land could pos- 
sibly support the 180 head of Holsteins in the Osborn- 
dale herd. Fred Nichols, who has been Mrs. Kellogg’s 
efficient manager since 1930, will tell you that the larg- 
est field on the estate is only six acres, that much of the 
hay and most of the grain must be purchased. 

When you see the Holsteins, and hear about their 
achievements you will begin to realize that the cows at 
Osborndale are among the world’s most efficient milk- 
making machines. Their product, featured on the Os- 
borndale delivery wagons in the nearby cities of Derby, 
Shelton and Ansonia, not only pays the feed bill but 
plenty more besides. All this I discovered for the first 
time myself on my maiden visit to the home of this 
famous herd early in May this year. 

'n 1940 the Holstein herd at Osborndale will be 20 
years old. It was established by Mr. and Mrs. Kellogg 
right at the peak of the Holstein boom, and they paid 
$1,000 for their first purebred Holstein sire, whose 
descendants, particularly the Olive family, are among 
the notable animals in the present herd. Since those 
early days Osborndale has grown a farm-estate hobby to 
one of the greatest breeding establishments for pure- 
bred Holsteins in the entire country. 


I strongly suspect 


N ESTLED in the green hills overlooking the placid 


ure of the Holstein-Friesian World to ‘‘get across’’ the 
‘‘marvelous improvement” the Osborndale herd has made 
in the past few years. ‘I am strongly of the opinion that 
this herd is potentially one of the greatest Holstein herds 
in the nation.

Two herd sires, purchased in 
the dispersal of the Minnesota Holstein Company in 1927 
have blended the inheritance of this great foundation 
pair. I refer to Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne and Sir Bess 
Ormsby May, the real cornerstones of the present herd. 
“Inka” is a son of Sir Inka May, whose dam, it should be 
noted, was May Walker Ollie Homestead. He was born 
in 1927 and is still in active service at Osborndale. ‘Sir 
Bess” was a son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes and out of 
“May Walker” herself. He was used extensively in the 
Osborndale herd until his death a few years back. Ac-

these figures it is easy to see that both sires rank with 
the leaders of the breed as sires of high test along with 
satisfactory milk production. It is only on very rare oc- 
casions that either sire gets a daughter that does not 
test higher than her dam and both sires almost invari- 
ably maintain or increase the milk production along with 
the increase in test. Each of them seems to do especi- 
ally well when mated with daughters of the other. 


Along with these two proven sires, sons of both have 
been used extensively at Osborndale, among these being 
Osborndale Joash Ollie Homestead, whose service there 
ended only with his death last winter.

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Report of Secretary’s Office 


By H. W. NORTON JR., Acting Secretary 


To the Board of Directors and Members of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America: 


HE year 1938 witnessed the passing of two mem- 
T vers long and intimately associated with this or- 

ganization and its Board of Officers; men who were 
honored and admired by live stock breeders throughout 
the country because of their untiring efforts in behalf 
of the live stock industry and who were loved and re- 
spected by our entire membership because of their sin- 
cere and steadfast devotion to the best interests of the 
Holstein breed and The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. One of these men, Houghton Seaverns, was 
active in Association affairs up to the day of his death; 
the other, Malcolm Gardner, had retired from active par- 
ticipation a few years ago, but maintained a keen interest 
in the progress and problems of our Association to the 
last. 

Business Improves in 1938 

A brief survey of the year’s business at the Secre- 
tary’s office shows a continuation of the general upward 
trend of the two previous years. Registrations, transfers 
and memberships increased over 1937. Net earnings 
showed a gain over 1937 while expenses of conducting 
the office were less than for the previous year. The 
gains were not large but considering general business 
trends during the past two years this improvement in our 
position during 1938 as compared to 1937 is most grat- 
ifying, and we should record the year 1938 as a satisfac- 
tory year in the Holstein-Friesian industry. 

Registrations 

For the third consecutive year registrations increased 
with a total of 81,622 certificates issued against 79,110 
the year before, a gain of 2,512 or 3.2%. These 81,622 
registrations included 64,027 females and 17,595 males, 
or nearly four females to one male. The percentage of 
males to total registrations increased from 18.6% in 
1937 to 21.6% in 1938. The total registrations at De- 
cember 31, 1937, were 2,686,300 and 2,767,927 had 
been recorded at December 31, 1938. The registrations 
for 1938 included the two millionth female named 
Dauntless Direct Leseyla Ruth and recorded by Harold 
J. Shaw of Sanford, Maine. 

Transfers 

Transfers made a slight gain also, with 43,855 in 
1938 against 43,574 in 1937, a net increase of 281 in 
transfer certificates issued. There were 28,399 transfers 
of females during the year and 15,456 transfers of males, 
somewhat less than two females for each male. The 
proportion of males to total transfers issued increased 
from 34% in 1937 to 35% in 1938. The total number 
of transfers issued at December 31, 1937, was 2,206,756 
and 2,253,720 had been issued at December 31, 1938. 

In order that we might make a comparison of the 
trend of registrations and transfers in different sections 
of the country, we have prepared a table of combined 
registrations and transfers for 1935 and 1936 compared 
with 1937 and 1938, for the six geographical divisions 
of the country. Comparisons are made on the basis of 
the past four years as figures for prior years, 1933 and 
1934, were affected by the moratorium period and hence 
are not fairly comparable.

offices with past years, a most unfortunate situation as 
such information is extremely important. We have some 
figures, however, from the Secretary’s office for the past 
three years, 1936, 1937 and 1938, that are comparable. 
The principal earnings in this office are derived from 
registry, transfer and membership certificates and these 
earnings have increased steadily from the low point of 
$142,888 in 1934 to $191,468 for 1938. Comparable fig- 
ures for expenses of conducting the Secretary’s office are 
available for the past three years only, because of ac- 
counting changes but these comparisons show a very 
considerable reduction in expense during 1938 as com- 
pared to 1936 and 1937. The saving in expense is large- 
ly due to the installation of a new system of registration 
during the summer of 1937. This new system elimin- 


ates much of the detail involved in the more complicated’ 


system used in previous years. 
Figures for certificate earnings and office expenses for 
the Secretary’s office for the past three years follow:

From these figures we find a gain in certificate earn- 
ings of $4,755.50 during 1938 as compared to 1937, and 
a saving of $10,825.29 in office expense during 1938 as 
compared to the previous year, an exceptionally fine 
showing. 

Membership 

For the third consecutive year the number admitted 
to membership in the Association increased with 450: 
membership certificates issued in 1938 as compared with 
385 in 1937, 341 in 1936 and 224 in 1935. Total mem- 
bership at the close of the year was 31,955. Approxi- 
mately 35%-.of the total number on our membership 
rolls are listed as active members, based on filing regis- 
try or transfer applications within two years, and the 
active membership list totalled 11,183 names on Decem- 
ber 31, 1938, as compared to 11,643 for the previous 
year. This represents a loss of 460 active members dur- 
ing the year. The decrease in active members is shown 
by the following figures which represent the Active 
Membership Count at December 31 for the past eight 
vears:

This alarming situation suggests the need for care- 
full investigation. A study of the causes for this falling 
off in active membership should be made and remedies 
should be found if possible. Complete information cov- 
ering total and active membership by states and percent 
of active members in each state may be found in Table 
No. 2. 

Here we find that the Middle Atlantic States lead in 
percentage of active members with 40% of their total 
membership on the active list; the Central States rank 
second with 35% active members; Western States have 
33% active, New England 27%, Pacific Coast States 
25% and Southern States 21% active members. 

Members Lost During the Year 

Death claimed its annual toll from our membership 
and in addition to Secretary Houghton Seaverns and 
Superintendent Emeritus Malcolm H. Gardner, 342 oth- 
ers were reported as having passed on to their reward 
during 1938. 

Former United States Senator Henry W. Keyes of 
North Haverhill, New Hampshire, who died during the 
year, was one of the first importers of the Black-and- 
Whites from the Netherlands and was a member of the 
original Association of Breeders of Thoroughbred Hol- 
stein Cattle in 1881. He became a charter member of 
this Association at the time of the merger in 1885. For 
eighteen years he represented his state in the United 
States Senate, having previously served in both houses 
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of his state legislature and as governor, as well as chair- 
man of the State Excise Commission. He was greatly 
interested in agriculture and forestry and throughout 
his career maintained a large farm near North Haver- 
hill. 

Dr. DeLancey B. Armstrong who died at his home in 
Watertown, New York, served as a member of our Board 
of Directors from 1921 to 1926. He was keenly inter- 
ested in live stock breeding, especially of Holstein cattle. 

Harvey S. Firestone passed on at his winter home, 
Miami Beach, Florida, at sixty-nine years of age. He 
was a pioneer in the business of manufacturing automo- 
bile tires and his company became one of the country’s 
largest industrial concerns. He developed a fine herd of 
Holsteins and had registered approximately 475 animals 
since he became a member of the Association in 1915. 


Richard T. Davis of Weiser, Idaho, whose death oc- 
curred during the year, was President of the Idaho Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association for thirteen years and during 
this time he played a prominent part in the organization 
of county Holstein clubs. He had one of Idaho’s finest 
herds and was chosen to represent his state as a delegate 
to the Annual Convention for several years. 


Herd-Books 

Volume 80 which covered registrations from June 1, 
1937, to February 1, 1938, was published during the 
year. It includes records of the pedigrees of 10,600 
males and 39,100 females. Work on Volume 81 which 
will bring the registrations up to August 15, 1938, is 
well under way. This volume will include registrations 
of 9,700 males and 35,300 females, and will bring male 
registrations to a total of 760,800 and female registra- 
tions to a total of 1,980,600. Publication and delivery 
of Volume 81 of the Herd-Book is expected about April 
15, 1939. 


Reserve Fund 

The Reserve Fund was established in 1903 and was 
increased each year up to 1922 when it reached its high- 
est point, totalling $357,668.26. Since then it has been 
drawn on frequently and heavily in some instances dur- 
ing the worst depression years until, figuring bond in- 
vestments at actual market value on December 31, 1938, 
it was below $90,000. This fund has been a great bul- 
wark of safety to the organization during these difficult 
years and it is time now to make a determined effort to 
rebuild it as a safeguard for the future. It may not be 
good policy for an organization like ours to develop such 
a large reserve as we had in 1922 but it should be in- 
creased much above the present figure. As a start toward 
rebuilding this fund I would like to recommend that all 
membership fees be set aside for this purpose instead of 
being used to defray current expenses, and that they be 
deposited in the Reserve Fund at the close of the year. 
Membership fees received during the past five years 
represented the following amounts:

Five-year total—$38,710 

A fixed policy of adding membership fees to the Re- 
serve Fund might well be adopted. We assume a definite 
obligation with each new membership accepted and 
transfer of membership fees to the Reserve Fund would 
in a measure insure performance of this obligation to our 
members. 

The chart of certificates issued during the past ten 
years shows the lines fairly well leveled off and gradu- 
ally improving during the past three or four years, indi- 
cating that the time to begin rebuilding our Reserve 
Fund is at hand and this important matter should receive 
your careful consideration. 


Publication of Herd-Book 

The question of discontinuing publication of the 
Herd-Book has been discussed on several occasions in 
recent years but the proposal has met with considerable 
opposition as some of our members have felt that the 
Herd-Book is basic and that the organization could not 
function properly without it. This idea has been dis- 
proved by other breed associations which suspended pub- 
lication of herd books several years ago with no serious 
results. This question involves the best use of the lim- 
ited funds available. Can we afford to continue publi- 


cation of the Herd-Book for the benefit of the few who 
use it? 
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Ten volumes, 71 to 80, have been published since 
1932, the number of books printed per volume ranging 
from 250 to 275, and we have sold from 97 to 118 books 
of each volume with total receipts for sales of the ten 
volumes amounting to $2,176.00. The cost of publishing 
and delivery of Volumes 71 to 80 inclusive was $36,- 
002.00 making a net loss on publication of Herd-Books 
of $33,826.00 during the past six years. We are not 
warranted in this expenditure for the benefit of the smal] 
number who are sufficiently interested in the Herd- 
Books to subscribe for them, and I believe that we should 
discontinue publication as soon as the By-Laws can be 
amended to make it legal. Some will consider this rec- 
ommendation as the rankest heresy but we must change 
our views to keep in line with ever increasing conditions. 
If publication of the Herd-Book is discontinued, we 
should change the form of the registry certificate to in- 
clude the names and numbers of the grandsires and 
granddams of the animal in addition to the information 
that appears on the certificate at present. The added cost 
of this extra data would be much less than the cost of 
publishing the Herd-Books and this change would fur- 
nish the rank and file of our breeders with pedigree in- 
formation that never reaches them under the present 
system. 

Naming and Prefixes 

Naming animals is something of a problem to breed- 
ers generally unless they have developed a definite sys- 
tem. The first requisite to a good naming system is the 
adoption of a prefix name and this has real advertising 
value. Prefixes soon come to be known and recognized 
as associated with certain herds and thus representing 
certain blood lines. Use of a prefix is a practical means 
of solving the question of duplicate names which are not 
permissible under the By-Laws. Every breeder should 
use a prefix name and thus trademark all animals of his 
own breeding. Prefix names are helpful in many cases 
in connection with the Advanced Registry and Herd Test 
work because groups of animals from these herds are 
brought together in the course of alphabetical arrange- 
ment of the card files and this is often very convenient. 
We may reach the point sometime later when every mem- 
ber is required to adopt a prefix name for his herd and 
such a regulation would be very desirable. 


Artificial Insemination 

Interest in artificial insemination is spreading rapidly 
and many groups of dairymen are being organized to take 
advantage of this method of breeding their herds. Arti- 
ficial insemination offers tremendous possibilities for 
breed improvement if properly managed and safeguard- 
ed. Under this plan the services of our best bulls can be 
made available for use with choice females located in 
widely separated herds, and matings can be made that 
would ordinarily be out of the question because of ex- 
pense involved in bringing the animals together. Co- 
operative associations make great savings possible to 
breeders in the community and allow them to breed their 
herds collectively to better sires than they might afford 
individually. 


At the same time this method of breeding offers very 
great danger if careless or unscrupulous methods are 
followed. Properly safeguarded it may prevent the spread 
of disease but carelessly handled it may spread disease 
to every herd in the group. Because of the great possi- 
bilities offered when properly handled, we should, as 4 
breed organization, urge the necessity for further re- 
search at our Experiment Stations to develop improved 
methods and technique to guard against the dangers. 
While we should favor artificial insemination because 
of its possibilities for improving the breed, we must pro- 
tect our breeding records and have assurance of their 
accuracy and correctness in every detail. This will re- 
quire some very definite rules covering reports filed with 
the Secretary in such cases. When artificial breeding is 
practiced within the herd, application forms now in use 
should be sufficient, but when the semen is collected at 
one farm and is transferred to another for insemination 
of the cow, complete reports with signatures of all parties 
concerned should be filed promptly. When we reach the 
stage where certain individuals advertise semen for sale 
from highly publicized sires for shipment throughout the 
country, and this is bound to come, it will be necessary 
to develop a licensing system with high enough fees to 
permit a thorough investigation of the applicant’s repu- 
tation for honesty and dependability, and when the per- 
mit is not granted, registration should be refused.

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Report of Extension Service 


IRECTOR Glen M. Householder renders a detailed, 
D comprehensive and thought-provoking account of 

his first year of stewardship as Director of Exten- 
sion Service. As its complete presentation would occupy 
ten pages of our text, we shall attempt only a summari- 
zation of it, and refer our readers to the complete printed 
report which is available upon request to the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, Brattleboro, Vt. 

The report traces the historical background of the 
Extension Department, beginning with the Literary Com- 
mittee set up, under Secretary Houghton’s chairmanship 
in 1896, and expending only $250 the first year. Peak 
was reached in 1923 when the ‘‘White Nectar” milk mar- 
keting program was undertaken and in a bold effort to 
stem the tide of post war deflation over $200,000 was 
spent in extension effort. Low point of recent years 
came in 1932 when the funds appropriated for extension 
work totalled $22 830.82. Last year the expenditures 
in the department amounted to $63,534.25. 

At the present time the Association is maintaining 
field service by four field men, in addition to the ener- 
getic efforts of Director Householder. These are Allen 
N. Crissey, Springfield, Mass., whose territory embraces 
New England, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, and North Carolina; E. M. Clark, Whea- 
ton, Ill., Illinois, Missouri, lower Wisconsin and lower 
Michigan; Robert Geiger, Minneapolis, Minn., the State 
of Minnesota, Upper Michigan, Northern Wisconsin, So. 
Dakota, Kansas and Oklahoma; M. B. Nichols, Portland, 
Oregon, Montana, Wyoming, Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
California, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

Dr. E. E. Heizer worked part time on special breed- 
ing program work for a part of the year. 

In addition to the territories covered by the National 
fieldmen, which include 31 states, eight states carry on 
their own field work with full time men employed in 
three of them. These are W. D. Brown in New York; 
I. D. Hadley in Ohio; and Jesse Kurtz in Pennsylvania. 
The other states receiving direct allotments for carrying 
on their work in cooperation with the National Associa- 
tion are Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Nebraska and North 
Dakota. The 1938 allotments for these eight states 
totalled $7,098.35. 

In commenting on this dual system of operation, Di- 
rector Householder says: 

“Due to geographical location of certain states re- 
ceiving direct allotments of transfer funds for the pur- 
pose of carrying on their own extension activities, seri- 
ous difficulties arise in economical and efficient division 
of territory in which fieldwork is carried on under the 
unified national fieldman service. Territories of national 
fieldmen could be reduced by thousands of miles, and 
time and energy of the fieldman greatly conserved, if all 
states were to accept the national service plan. Michi- 
gan, Missouri, and Wisconsin breeders are demonstrating 
the ability of states to maintain strong, active state as- 
sociations, without national allotment of funds, under 
the national Extension Service plan.” 

THE 1938 NATIONAL EXTENSION PROGRAM 
Project No. 1—Milk Standardization 

By direction of the 1937 Convention, efforts to se- 
cure general legalization of mechanical standardization 
of milk both on farms and in milk plants, was set up as 
the No. 1 Project. A survey was made in which it was 
found that there are now 29 States in which such stand- 
ardization is either specifically legalized, or made not un- 
lawful by lack of forbidding language or permitted un- 
der certain definite restrictions. Some states, notably 
Wisconsin, were opposed to enactment of such laws on 
the ground that Holstein milk now used in blending with 
certain high testing milk might thus lose its market. 
Much effort was put forth in states where the practice is 
legal to promote the use of DeLaval Clarifier-Standard- 
'zers where Holstein breeders were having difficulty in 
meeting special market requirements. This has met with 
very ready acceptance both by breeders and health of- 
ficials, except in New Jersey where health officers have 
not yet been willing to approve it. Descriptive literature 
on the subject is available from the Extension Service. 
Project No. 2—Trade Mark Milk 
aan second project was the setting up of a system of 
rain ing Holstein milk under a special breed trade- 

- An outline of an organization was prepared, but 





after full discussion the Board of Directors deemed it 
best to defer the project until mechanical standardiza- 
tion is more generally approved and better organization 
of breeders can be perfected. 
Project No. 3—Legislation 

Effort has been made where possible to secure 
changes in state and municipal standards for composition 
of milk to conform with the United States Bureau of 
Public Health Standards. Definite progress is reported 
in California and Massachusetts and the city of Detroit. 
Project No. 4—Milk Prices 

Numerous appearances have been made before Milk 
Control Boards and elsewhere to secure a price classifi- 
cation for market milk in three brackets. These would 
start with milk of about a 3.6% test as a standard base; 
a middle classification testing up to about 4.2%, and a 
high test bracket above that figure.. Mechanical stand- 
ardization seems to be a necessary step in the successful 
operation of such a market plan. 
Project No. 5—Milk Information 

Recognizing that more definite and up-to-date infor- 
mation is needed on relative costs of production of milk 
of varying fat content, and also comparative nutritional 
values, preliminary surveys have been made, but lack of 
available funds has prevented the inauguration of any 
definite and comprehensive experimental effort along 
these lines. Private sources are being sought. 
Project No. 6—Better Breeding Program 

Tribute is paid to the fine work in this department by 
Dr. E. E. Heizer, whose services are no longer directly 
available because of his present full time connection with 
the University of Wisconsin. Fortunately our present 
fieldmen have all been trained in Dr. Heizer’s method of 
herd analysis, and it is hoped that this work can be con- 
tinued by them until funds are available for another full 
time man for this work. The importance of the Herd 
Improvement Test and Herd Classification in developing 
better breeding programs is stressed, with Advanced 
Registry work carried along in conjunction urged as the 
ideal combination for breed and herd advancement. 
Battle Against Mixing Breeds 

Much effort has been put forth by the Extension 
force to discourage mixing of breeds. A survey of dairy 
specialists and breeding authorities revealed 55 out of 
59 responding to a questionnaire on the subject having 
condemned the principle of cross breeding of dairy cat- 
tle as unsound. The Director made this a subject of 
forceful comment at speeches before audiences in 31 
states during the year. 
Delinquent Registration 

Great losses to the breed come where registrations of 
desirable pure bred animals are allowed to lapse. The 
fieldmen are giving this subject considerable attention 
and an intensive campaign is being laid out in Wisconsin 
as a test to try to induce delinquent breeders to bring up 
to date the registrations on their meritorious animals. A 
follow-up campaign is also being developed from the cen- 
tral office. Effort has likewise been made, and will be 
continued, to interest new purchasers of farm property in 
breeding Holsteins and in assisting and maintaining the 
interest of those who are just starting. 
Breed Publicity 

With limited funds available, advertising has been 
carried in nine publications this past year. Within the 
limits of the present organization considerable effort has 
been put forth to supply the press of the country with 
news of Holstein activities. During the year, 979 Hol- 
stein stories were released to publications covering the 
locality where the subject matter originated. 52 stories 
were given state-wide release. A news letter has gone 
out each month from the office to about 1800 publica- 
tions and officers of local clubs. The general belief by 
breeders in the desirability of expanding this effort is 
reported by the Director, who recommends that when 
funds are available a full time publicity man should be 
employed. Recognition was given for the excellent pub- 
licity on the World’s record-breaking performance of 
Femco Alma, sponsored by the Minneapolis Tribune and 
its publisher, Mr. F. E. Murphy. 
Inquiries Received 

During 1938, the Extension Office received 1,015 di- 
rect inquiries for special information on the Holstein 
breed, its milk, and allied problems connected with

Herd Books 


VIDENTLY the World does not stand alone in its 
EF feeling that our Association should continue publi- 
cation of the Herd Book. In the Round Table this 
week, we present a telegram from Albert M. Wolf ex- 
pressing his views on the subject. 


To the angles mentioned in our editorial reference 
last week, Mr. Wolf adds the thought of the permanence 
and importance of the registry conveyed by publication 
and which could not be accomplished in any other man- 
ner. 

Considering the matter further, 
seem to us worthy of attention. There is definitely a 
policing angle. If breeders know the record is to be 
published, and will be available for possible inspection 
by their neighbors, there will be a tendency to avoid 
palpably false claims of a nature which it might be dif- 
ficult for the Secretary’s office to detect. 


Of greater importance than this is the insurance 
which publication automatically provides. With only a 
single existing record, a fire could cause irreplacable 
damage. While this is not probable, there are actually 
few types of construction which are really, absolutely 
fireproof under all possible conditions. We can also con- 


two other points 
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ceive of possible losses of the record through clerical 
misplacement, or even sabotage, fantastic as that may 
sound. 

We know that Acting Secretary Norton feels that 
breeders will find it more useful to include on the Cer- 
tificates of Registry a two or three-generation outline 
pedigree; that this information will be worth more to 
breeders than the herd book, which so few of them buy. 

If this outline were to include only the sire and dam 
and the four grandparents, we think it would be of very 
doubtful value. If it were to be extended another gen- 
eration, it would have more point, covering the same 
degree of lineage as an ordinary four-generation pedi- 
gree, but here we run into real expense items. 

The change to this system would involve an expense 
of at least $10,000—-probably more—to write the neces- 
sary added information on the card files. In addition to 
that item, the cost of typing two additional generations 
(12 names and numbers) on the registration certificates 
would cost money for the time involved. On the basis 
of the 81,622 registry certificates issued last year, each 
added minute, figuring time at 40 cents per hour, would 
add $544.16 to the annual cost. At 50 cents per hour, 
it would be $680.20 a minute, of added time required on 
each certificate. You can make your own computations 
from that. The estimate of the late Secretary Seaverns 
that there would be no saving in substituting this system 
for the publication of the Herd Book seems not much out 
of line. 

We suspect further that the rank and file of breeders 
would not find such an outline pedigree so greatly ad- 
vantageous. They would still have to buy pedigrees 
showing the data on the accomplishments of these ani- 
mals and in supplying the information as to the breeding 
to catalog and pedigree houses they would have to do the 
extra clerical work themselves in copying off the outlined 
pedigrees. 

Our own interest in the subject is frankly admitted, 
purely as a matter of being able to render service which 
would otherwise be impossible. We hope the question 
may appeal to the 1939 convention the same as it did in 
1937 when it was unanimously laid on the table. 


Conventions 


E hope to meet a lot of Holstein friends at the 

Convention in New York City the week of June 5, 

and at the Earlville National Sale on June 3, the 
Staturday preceding. 

Rates for travel are very attractive, including the 
New York World’s Fair; the sale will be of real national 
calibre in the quality of its offerings, and the conven- 
tion will be considering and acting upon matters that 
will be of more than ordinary interest to every breeder. 

The accredited delegates, coming from every state in 
the Union, will do the voting under the Association’s rep- 
resentative system, but every breeder is welcome to at- 
tend and has full privilege of the floor for the open forum 
discussion on Tuesday. 

The whole set-up is one that should prove very at- 
tractive to breeders and their families, and we look for a 
large attendance. It is the one event of the year where 
Holstein breeders from every state are assembled. Come 
and rub shoulders and compare notes with breeders from 
all sections of the country. 


A Milk-Marketing Problem 


N Pennsylvania, one of our well known Holstein breed- 
] ers recently set up facilities at his farm for selling 
milk in gallon jugs to consumers who called for it at 
the farm. The price established was 25 cents a gallon, 
the consumer furnishing his own container. As in many 
other places, this plan proved immensely popular with 
consumers (in comparison with the price of 12 cents 2 
quart for doorstep delivery in that market) and many 
families practically doubled their consumption of milk 
as a result of this economical method of purchasing. 
The Pennsylvania Milk Control Board, receiving com- 
plaint from competing dealers, who were losing business 
as a result, has brought action to restrain this breeder 
from selling his milk at less than the price of 10 cents 4 
quart which it has established by order as the price to 
be paid for milk sold at retail to the consumer at the 
farm, The breeder in question holds that he is selling 
his milk at higher than the Class 1 price established by 
the Control Board, which is $2.88 per hundred, less 25 




















cents for hauling, or about .055 per quart (figuring 
47 quarts to 100 lbs. of milk). 

First reaction of any red-blooded American would be 
that a farmer has the right to sell his own property at 
any price he is willing to take for it—in this case a bet- 
ter return than regular market channels would bring 
him. There are, however, other considerations in this 
complicated problem of milk. 

Many states, after disastrous price wars in milk mar- 
kets, have taken recourse in the establishments of Milk 
Control Boards, with authority to determine minimum 
prices distributors shall pay producers for their milk, 
and likewise the prices at which it shall be sold to con- 
sumers. Their authority to set these prices and enforce 
these orders is well established through court decisions. 

Apparently we shall have to take the bitter with the 
sweet on this milk control business. It seems un-Ameri- 
can to provide any set-up which will make it possible for 
any Board or Bureau to forbid—and make it stick—the 
sale of a farmer’s property at a price he is willing to 
take for it and which consumers are willing to pay. Yet, 
without that authority, a milk control board cannot ac- 
complish the purpose for which it is set up. If, in a 
regulated market, oen man can sell at his farm for 6% 
cents a quart, the doorstep price of 12 cents cannot be 
successfully maintained, for the differential covering the 
added service is too high in the case of any except per- 
haps our larger cities. The result would be a lowering 
of the whole price level to meet the competition, with 
smaller returns to the dairymen supplying such distrib- 
utors. And if the Control Board could prevent that, some 
producers supplying regular distributors would inevit- 
ably lose their markets. Added competition would nat- 
urally come in the retail sales at farms until that even 
might reach unprofitable levels. 


The whole theory of state milk control is to accom- 
plish the greatest good to the greatest number. It neces- 
sarily has to involve some surrender of individual rights. 
While our sympathies are naturally with those who by 
their own energy and initiative are able to solve their 
individual problems, the fact remains that orderly mar- 
keting of milk cannot be maintained if any one is per- 
mitted to undersell the established prices. Gains by one 
individual, accomplished by such means, have to be, at 
least in part, at the expense of other producers in the 
same market and that is one of the things that State 
Milk Control is intended to eliminate. 


We do feel, however, that there has grown up in the 
business of distributing milk too much required expense 
for special services. The “gallon jug’? and “cash and 
carry” experiments have shown very conclusively that 
considerably more milk will be consumed if the price is 
favorable, and adequate allowances are made for the 
services which the consumer can himself perform, Pres- 


ent rules of Control Boards do not take these facts suf- 
ficiently into account.

This 
Makes a real economy where your party is made up to 
use this type of accommodation.

There has been no interruption of 
decks % the Secretary’s office, as their regular force of 
rec - maintained. The Extension Department was also 
‘nate in that all three clerical assistants transferred 
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to Brattleboro, including Miss Laura Krey, secretary to 
Mr. Householder. Less than a third of the Advanced 
Registry office employes were able to make the move 
from Madison. They are supplemented by six who went to 
Madison from Brattleboro early in the year for special 
training, and new employes are now being trained at 
Brattleboro for this very specialized work. Breeders, we 
are very sure, will be patient at any delays that may oc- 
cur during this period of reorganization. 


Congratulations Sir Inka May 


ONGRATULATIONS are in order for Sir Inka May 
& who became 16 years old on April 8, 1939, one of 

the oldest sires of the breed, or indeed of any breed, 
to be still in service. He is the only living ‘‘Century 
Sire’, with well over 100 ARSO daughters, and having 
36 daughters above 800 lbs fat, ranking second in this 
respect only to his late co-worker at Carnation, Matador 
Segis Ormsby. 

Sir Inka May was bred by Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany, Austin, Minn., back in the days when Vere Culver 
was at the helm at that establishment. Vere brought 
him out as a junior yearling in 1924 to win All-Ameri- 
can honors in his class and to show with his maternal 
sister as All-American Produce for May Walker Ollie 
Homestead, at that time U. S. Champion producer over 
all ages and breeds with 1218.6 lbs. fat. 


After about a year of service in a number of Minn- 
esota herds, he was consigned to the Brentwood Nation- 
al Sale of 1925 and purchased there by Carnation Milk 
Farms, Seattle, Wash. at $12,000. After 14 years of 
service at Carnation, Sir Inka May is credited by the 
Carnation people with a greater influence on their pre- 
sent herd than probably any other sire they have ever 
used. Many of his sons, grandsons and intensely line 
bred descendents have seen service at Carnation and 
among their present herd sires may be found his sons, 
Inka the Great, Carnation Peerless, and Carnation Clip- 
per, and such grandsons as Governor of Carnation, Car- 
nation Governor Imperial, Carnation Ormsby Perfection, 
Carnation Peerless Creamelle, to name only a few of the 
better known ones. It is also interesting to note that 
more than thirty of the breeders whose herds are highly 
enough developed so that they are using World adver- 
tising space regularly are using or have used sires carry- 
ing the blood of Sir Inka May. From this one can get an 
idea of what his influence on the breed will be down 
through the years. 

And so we congratulate Sir Inka May as he turns 
“Sweet Sixteen” and wish for him many more years of 
life, health and active service. 


New Grass Silage Bulletin 


NE of the most important developments in feeding 
O practises on U. S. farms during the past three years 
has been the use of grass silage. Practically un- 
known in farm use here prior to 1936, thousands of live- 
stock and dairymen used it last season and greatly in- 
creased numbers are planning to use the system this 
year. It is proving particularly valuable where weather 
conditions are unfavorable in putting up first cutting hay 
in good condition, but many dairymen are so pleased with 
it that they are planning increased use of it regardless 
of weather conditions. 


A new bulletin on the subject, carrying a wealth of 
authoritative information and very complete instructions 
as to procedure has just been issued. While it bears com- 
mercial sponsorship, the information given is based on 
actual experience of 476 farmer-users, and with the co- 
operation of Experiment Station workers in 21 states 
and the U. S. D. A. We believe our readers would find it 
very useful. We note special attention given to direc- 
tions for avoiding surplus moisture content, which in a 
few cases may have caused trouble with silos that are old 
or poorly constructed. Direct issue is taken with claims 
of certain building material trade associations which in 
recent press material have indicated need of special con- 
struction of silos for grass silage. We have not heard 
any general complaint from users along this line.

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Ralph J. Stevens 


ALPH J. STEVENS, one of the pioneer Holstein 
R breeders of the country and formerly one of the 

publishers of Holstein-Friesian World died on May 
22, at his home in Liverpool, N. Y. Mr. Stevens was 
born at Brookside Farm, Lacona, N. Y., October 17, 
1872, about four years before his father, the late Henry 
Stevens, founded the Holstein herd that became one of 
the best known in the country, furnishing herd sires and 
foundation females to a large number of the early breed- 
ers in many states and foreign countries. Growing up 
with Holsteins, early in life he went into partnership 
with his father and older brother, Ward, forming the 
firm of Henry Stevens & Sons, which was one of the first 
Holstein establishments to do Advanced Registry testing. 
In this herd were developed the “Big Four’—De Kol 
2d, Belle Korndyke, Helena Burke and Netherland Hen- 
gerveld, four cows that greatly influenced the history 
of the breed. Among the breed-founding sires bred in 
the old Stevens herd were Hengerveld De Kol] and Pon- 
tiac Korndyke. 

In 1903, Ward and Ralph Stevens withdrew from the 
firm and in partnership with E. M. Hastings formed the 
Stevens Bros. Hastings Co., the herd being divided with 
certain important family groups going to the new firm 
and the balance of the herd being retained by the father 
in partnership with a younger son, Floyd. A few years 
later the Stevens Bros. herd was moved to a number of 
large farms near Liverpool, N. Y., where Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d, the first 1,000-lb. fat producer was 
developed, and where her three-fourths brother, King of 
the Pontiacs, became known as the greatest sire of his 
generation. In 1917 the Stevens Bros. herd was dis- 
persed, with 309 head averaging $785 and the 72 daugh- 
ters of King of the Pontiacs averaging $1,241, following 
which each brother built up a herd of his own and con- 
tinued in business for many years. 

In 1915, Ralph and Ward Stevens purchased Hol- 
stein-Friesian World, with which three years later was 
merged Black and White Record, with the Stevens 
Brothers as half owners of the reorganized company, 
which relationship continued until a few years ago. 
Ralph and Ward Stevens also organized and for many 
years successfully operated the Liverpool Sale and Pedi- 
gree Company and were associated in many business 
activities not connected with the Holstein industry. 

Ralph Stevens was always the office man of the firm 
and was not as well known to the Holstein public of 
today as his brothers, but those who knew him best 
recognized him as an authority on all things pertaining 
to the breed, an unexcelled judge of Holsteins, although 
never demonstrating his ability in the judging ring, a 
man of good business sense and a loyal friend. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Minnie Chase 
Stevens, three daughters, a son and his two brothers.

BAIRD COMMENTS 
Dear Mr. Prescott: 

I have been looking over the convention issue of 
May 13 and have noted a number of changes that are 
being proposed at this time. 

On this matter of early registrations and birth re- 
ports I think this is something that should be carefully 
considered. In my work with various breeders I still 
find that due to depressed market conditions, shortage of 
finances and various other reasons, there are a good 
many breeders in this section who do not make a prac- 
tice of registering their calves until they are a year old 
and some of them not until they are two years old and 
ready to freshen. 

One of the reasons for this, ar I gather from these 
breeders, is that they have had trouble with Bang’s and 
trichomonad diseases and they had trouble in getting 
their heifers in calf. Until recently not too much has 
been known about this latter disease and a good many 
breeders have wondered why their old bulls do not breed 
like they used to. I wish it were possible to eradicate 
these diseases and am very grateful an attempt is being 
made so that breeders will have less trouble on this score 
than they formerly did. 

In my opinion the penalty fee for registering calves 
over a year old is too low at present. A fifty-cent in- 
crease on animals over a year old for late registrations 
encourages breeders too much to defer registering them 
and there is no doublt that more errors are liable to 
creep in. We have a by-law today, I believe, which re- 
quires breeders to keep a herd book. I think something 
should be done to make breeders more particular 12 
keeping up a herd book. 

The advisability of raising the fee so high at the 
present time where it would require a breeder to have to 
pay $6.50 to have a female registered if he waited until 
she was two years old and close to $12 for the registering 
of a bull of that age I think is very questionable. : 

My feeling is that a lot of breeders, who for economic 
reasons, if for no other, have delayed registering their

Consolidation of Offices 

At the last Annual Convention the delegates voted al- 
most unanimously to consolidate the offices in Brattle- 
boro, and plans for consolidation are now well under 
way and should be fully completed before the date of the 
next Convention in June 1939. The Madison offices will 
be moved east late in April. It will be a difficult task be- 
cause many of the present force of trained employes do 
not choose to move so far from home and leave family 
and friends behind. We expect that the work will be se- 
riously disrupted for a time during the process of reorg- 
anization and the training and development of new peo- 
ple as the Advanced Registry work is of a highly tech- 
nical nature and requires considerable training. We hope 
and trust, however, to avoid any really serious delays or 
complications during the transition period and believe 
that consolidation of the offices will greatly improve the 
economy and efficiency of operation.

breeding Holstein cattle; 5,532 agricultural agents, vo- 
cational agricultural teachers and students requested in- 
formation on the Holstein-Friesian cow; 182 inquiries 
were received specifically asking where pure bred, regis- 
tered Holsteins, of certain ages and descriptions might 
be located. This type of inquiry was handled through 
the secretaries of locally organized clubs, in a service 
gotten out by the Extension Division, entitled “Holsteins 
Wanted and For Sale.”’ 


Literature on the Holstein Breed Mailed Out 

During the year, 868 schools requested the regular 
packet containing a selected list of leaflets and bulletins 
particularly adapted to organized classroom study of the 
Holstein breed; 133 persons interested in advertising 
Holsteins at local, district, Black and White, and other 
such shows were supplied with the regular “fair pack- 
age”’ of literature and posters particularly adapted to the 
decoration of a small booth, or breed headquarters. 

During the year, 211,030 pieces of literature were 
mailed out in response to personal inquiries reaching 
the extension office. In each case the literature partic- 
ularly related to the subject of interest set forth in the 
inquiry. 
EXHIBITS AT FAIRS 

The fair exhibit for 1938 was built around enlarged 
transparent pictures of two famous champions, Carna- 
tion Ormsby Butter King and Femco Alma. An ampli- 
fied record told the story of these two champion produ- 
cers and of the breed, and the “talking cows’’ made a 
real hit before attentive audiences at the National Dairy 
Show, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and Eastern 
States Exposition. It is still available for exhibition at 
other events in 1939. At many other fairs special ex- 
hibits were arranged by fieldmen in cooperation with 
local groups in which creditable life-time producers of 
our breed were displayed with suitable decorations, signs 
and charts. The results demonstrated superior value for 
this type of exhibit than has come from ordinary photo- 
graphs or other inanimate material. Suggestions of breed- 
ers regarding such exhibits are invited. 
Black and White Shows 

This type of one-day local show has grown rapidly in 
public acceptance and further extension of the idea is 
urged. During 1938, the fieldmen organized 66 Black 
and White Shows, 55 of which were held in the Central 
West, and 11 in the original home of this type of show, 
west of the Mississippi River. Many states are now us- 
ing these shows as the basis of selecting ‘“‘state herds’ 
for exhibit at national exhibitions. 
1939 World’s Fairs 

The Association is cooperating actively in special 
breed displays at both the great World’s Fairs of 1939. 
At New York, our breed is participating in The Dairy 
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World of Tomorrow, sponsored by The Borden Company, 
and at the Golden Gate Exhibition in a breed display 
sponsored by the California Dairy Council. The Director 
and fieldmen have given much time in cooperation with 
special committees in making selections of representa- 
tive animals. 


Programs for State and County Associations 

With the growth of the Holstein industry, strong 
local organizations are necessary to provide comprehen- 
sive and effective personal contacts. The importance of 
this volunteer cooperation is strongly urged as funda- 
mental in the promotion of the industry. The matter 
has received much attention during the year. 
4-H Clubs and Future Farmers 

The importance of the work these organizations are 
doing is recognized and greater effort at cooperation with 
them by our Association is urged as rapidly as funds are 
available. The following tabulation covers the activities 
of the past year in this department.

Public Sales Assistance 
Recognizing the importance of well managed public 
sales as a satisfactory means of marketing surplus ani- 
mals, the Extension Service has offered the services of 
the entire force in an advisory capacity to state, county 
and all other educational organizations conducting public 
sales of our breed where high standards are rigorously 
enforced. Both the Director and the fieldmen assisted 
actively in organizing and conducting numerous state, 
county and district sales throughout the territory. 
Pure Bred Bull Campaign 

To meet the menace of the “stock yards”’ bull, great- 
er effort by Holstein organizations is urged in selling the 
idea of pure bred sires. A new pure bred sire bulletin 
has been authorized by the Extension Committee, and is 
now practically complete. 

Personal Contacts 

Much effort has been put forth to cultivate the ac- 
quaintanceship and good will of testing association of- 
ficials, county agricultural agents, vocational agricul- 
tural teachers, 4-H club leaders, college dairy specialists 
and the personnel of the various dairy departments of 
our agricultural colleges. No breeder should let pass an 
opportunity to be of service to men in any of these or- 
ganizations. 

Inter-Breed Committees 

In connection with the promotion of a great exhibit 
of Holstein cattle at the New York World’s Fair, and 
other matters of mutual interest, our extension force has 
worked in close association with the other breeds. In 
the State of Michigan, such an inter-breed conference re- 
sulted in a bill being prepared for the Michigan legisla- 
ture to prohibit fraudulent use of breed names in com- 
mercial advertising of mixed or unidentified milk. An 
inter-breed committee has also been of assistance to Dr. 
E. E. Heizer in laying the basis for a great dairy hus- 
bandry department at the University of Wisconsin. Pure 
bred cattle breeding associations have many mutual 
problems. It is hoped that more inter-breed commit- 
tees can be formulated to attack problems pertinent to 
the development of an efficient dairy industry. 

Dr. Heizer was employed by the Association on 4 
part time basis from January to June 20, devoting his 
entire time to Association duties for a six weeks’ period 
(June 20 to August.6). During the school year he was 
available for consultation and meetings in territory sur- 
rounding Ohio University and during the six weeks 02 
full time he was active in the field, making farm visits, 
analyzing herds and consulting with breeders in the ter- 
ritory covered by Crissey, Clark, Geiger and Kurtz. 

Particularly should the membership living within cer- 
tain fieldmen’s territories scrutinize the type of activity 
in which their particular representative engaged. Im- 
provement in this service can only be made when the 
membership is willing to freely make constructive criti- 
cism. Those residing within the fieldmen’s districts 
should best be qualified to make suggestions relative to

In accordance with Article II, Sec- 
tion 18, of the By-Laws, I, as Acting 
Treasurer, beg leave to make the 
following annual report of the fi- 
nancial operations of your Associa- 
tion for the year 1938. 

I first want to acknowledge the 
hearty cooperation given by our late 
Treasurer, Mr. Houghton Seaverns, 
in establishing our present account- 
ing procedure. We have accom- 
plished quite a simplification of our 
accounting records without sacri- 
ficing any of .the information de- 
sired; this, at a real saving to the 
Association. The costs of operating 
the various departments of each of- 
fice have been so allocated that we 
are now in a position to determine 
the cost of some of our operations. 
The question as to the cost of super- 
vising an A. R. O. or Herd Test rec- 
ord has often been raised. Based 
upon our supervising 2172 Advanced 
Registry Records for 1938, the cost 
per record is $9.22. The returns per 
record is $3.85, so we have a net 
cost of $5.37. Although our Herd 
Test year does not coincide with our 
fiscal year, basing our figuring on 
10,660 cows which were reported 
for the year ending September, ’38, 
we would not introduce any serious 
error. On this basis, the cost of su- 
pervising a Herd Test record is 
$2.27. The returns, per record, is 
$1.17, so we have a net cost of $1.10. 
The net cost of operating each de- 
partment is about the same—$12,- 
648.00 for the A. R., and $12,857.00 
for the Herd Test. 


The income for 1938 amounted to 
$232,197.42, in comparison with that 
for 1937 of $222,664.53. Expenses 
after depreciation and adjustments 
were $211,810.65 in 1938, against 
$209,975.10 in 1937. The net oper- 
ating profit for 1938 was $20,386.77, 
in comparison with that for 1937 of 
$12,689.43. ‘ 

Our cash increased $16,590.26. 
During the year, our account in the 
closed Union Trust Company of 
Cleveland, amounting to $5,296.84, 
was settled by our receipt of $3,- 
370.72 and a Creditor’s Note for $1,- 
916.12. 


Last year, a reserve for deprecia- 
tion in the amount of $7,706.45, was 
carried against the supply accounts 
in the various offices. The inventor- 
les have been very carefully checked, 
and all obsolete items have been 
eliminated from the inventory. The 
reserve has been discontinued, which 
resulted in crediting surplus in the 
amount of $3,453.36. There was also 
credited to surplus $9,554.36, repre- 
senting Registration and Transfer 
Fees received, for which no certifi- 
cates had been issued. These appli- 
cations had been returned or dis- 
posed of, but nothing had been done 
about the fees. Reverting these fees 
to the Association is in accordance 
with the By-Laws. 


Otherwise, the financial operations 
of the Association were of routine 
nature and are reflected in the oper-

ating statement and Balance Sheet 
appearing in the Auditor’s Report.

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Report of Finance Committee 


Year Ended December 81, 1988 
To the Members of The Holstein- 

Friesian Association of America: 

We are very pleased to be able to 
call to your attention our operating 
profit of $20,386.77 for 1938. The 
first budget adopted for the year 
forecast an operating profit before 
depreciation and adjustments of 
about $5,500. The income was fore- 
cast at $224,443.00, whereas it was 
actually $232,872.42, the increase 
being chiefly in Registration and 
Transfer Fees. Expenses were fore- 
cast at $218,981.00, whereas, they 
were actually $210,747.39. The Sec- 
retary’s and Advanced Registry Of- 
fices account for most of these sav- 
ings. 

The budget adopted for 1939 is 
just about a break even proposition 
from an accounting standpoint, but 
predicts a reduction of cash. The 
income is forecast slightly above that 
for 1938 on the prediction that our 
registration and transfer fees will 
be slightly higher than in 1938. 
Through March 11th, we had shown 
only a_ slight increase. Through 
March 25th, we show a 1.69% de- 
crease. The downward trend which 
seems to be gaining momentum is 
rather serious.

The budgeted expenditures, ex- 
clusive of furniture for 1939, 
amount to $234,259. This is ap- 


proximately comparable to the actu- 
al expenses for 1938 of $210,747 
and a forecast of $218,981. 

The cost of moving to Brattleboro 
is not included in the above. This 
has been budgeted at $7,200 but 
will have to be revised upward. This 
is considered as an extraordinary ex- 
pense and can be properly charged 
to surplus. 

The income from the rental or in- 
terest on the sale of the Madison 
property has not been budgeted as 
yet, nor the savings which will be 
effected. 

The Association has operated at a 
profit for the past two years follow- 
ing a number of lean years when we 
drew rather heavily on our reserves. 
It appears to your Committee that 
we should carefully consider all 
items of expenditure as we are not 
now warranted in purposely draw- 
ing on our reserve funds.

CARE OF JOHANNA HESTER 
PRILLY 


Owner Describes Care of 41,000-ib. 
CTA Champion 


I wish to thank you for the front 
cover picture of Johanna Hester 
Prilly in the issue of April 15th to- 
gether with the report of her rec- 
ord. Very agreeable to your request 
I give the following account of the 
method of feeding and care of the 
cow during her year’s work. 

She calved February 25, 1938 
after being dry, according to our 
records, exactly nine weeks. During 
her dry period Johanna was kept in 
the dry corral with about ten other 
dry cows and fed the alfalfa hay left 
over from the milking herd. Her 
weight at calving was about 1,100 
lbs. While she had a nice udder she 
was so thin that we were concerned 
about her and put her in string one, 
next to the milk house, where she 
could be watched. On test day she 
led our herd with 86.5 lbs. of milk 
containing 83 Ibs. of fat for the 
month. bs 

Being still concerned about her 
thinness she was give the freedom 
of the yard and roadside. For this 
liberty and access to plentiful grass 
she rewarded us at next test day 
with 112 lbs. of milk. A little later 
she discovered the feed trough where 
grain was already mixed for the 
herd’s next feed. She helped herself 
several times daily to this feed which 
consisted of rolled barley and cocoa 
nut meal and on test day gave us 
134.1 lbs. of milk. Being a little 
fearful of the amount of concen- 
trates she was eating we covered the 
feed trough but increased her grain 
ration at milking time. She dropped 
in- production some but did consis- 
tently good, giving from 110 to 129 
lbs. of milk daily for several months. 

Having the freedom of the yard so 
long made her a bit of a nuisance 
and this with our concern over the 
danger of an auto accident along the 
highway caused her to be placed in 
a small yard. Needless to say she 
punished us by giving only 101.1 Ibs. 
of milk daily containing 91.6 Ibs. of 
fat for the month of September. As 
she was now fresh seven months and 
not as yet bred a nearby pure bred 
dairy herdsman was consulted re- 
garding a better bull than we then 
had to breed her to. This herdsman 
was surprised at her record and ad- 
vised a more varied and increased 
ration of concentrates. He sug- 
gested that dried beet pulp, linseed 
meal and mill run (a wheat product) 
be added to the concentrate ration 
of rolled barley and cocoa nut meal 
she was then receiving. These feeds 
were purchased and she was given 
about all she could eat with the re- 
sult that nine months after freshen- 
ing she gave 138 lbs. of milk daily 
containing 132.5 Ibs. of fat for the 
month of November. Alfalfa meal 

(ground whole alfalfa) flavored with 












molasses was added to her ration al 
about this time. 


In January when Johanna was 
still giving 125 lbs. of milk her daily 
ration of feed was weighed for the 
first time. It consisted of about 60 
lbs. of very good alfalfa hay, 36 Ibs. 
of concentrates composed of rolled 
parley, cocoa nut meal, dried beet 
pulp, linseed meal, mill run (a wheat 
product) alfalfa meal (ground 
alfalfa hay) this latter flavored with 
molasses, and an estimated 100 lbs. 
of green feed (composed of grass, 
alfalfa and oats). This ration ap- 
peared to be a little too much as 
she went off feed for a few days at 
this time. At only one other time did 
she appear to be off feed. The date 
of which we do not just remember. 


She was milked twice daily for the 
first few weeks after freshening. 
When her daily production reached 
nearly 100 lbs. she was milked at 
7 A. M. and 7 P. M. just after being 
turned into the barn with the rest 
of the herd and again at 11 A. M. 
and 11 P. M. just before the herd 
was turned out. This method of 
milking was continued throughout 
the balance of the year with the ex- 
ception of about six weeks at the 
end when she was milked and fed 
at equal 6 hour intervals. 


Since freshening fourteen months 
ago she has gained in weight and 
now weighs nearly 1,200 lbs. (esti- 
mated). Since March 12th on which 
date she gave 86.1 lbs. of milk, we 
have been trying to get her dry. 
She now gives about 33 lbs. of milk, 
daily and should be completely dry 
in 2 or 3 weeks. Her day’s ration 
at present consists of what dry oat 
hay she will consume with a trace of 
alfalfa hay and 4 lbs. of rolled bar- 
ley. Her water consumption is also 
jimited. She was bred last October 
17, and is therefore due to calve 
again about July 26th.

animals, would fail to register them at all and would sell 
them as grades. 

There is also another factor to be considered and that 
is that I have found in a good many institutions that 
breeders registered their animals once or twice a year. 
The summer time is always a busy time on most farms 
and most of our breeders are farmer breeders. - A lot of 
them only have 10 or 12 head to register during the 
year. They take care of them during their spare time. 

Our whole breeding of purebred Holstein cattle is 
based on the honesty and integrity of its breeders. I 
believe that a slight increase in the registry fee after a 
year would induce earlier registrations. This I think 
would be desirable from a great many standpoints. 

I appreciate that the committee that has recommend- 
ed the twenty-five cents a month increase was sincere in 
its recommendation but I am afraid it might not work to 
the best interests of the breed as a whole. I hope that 
this proposition will be considered by every delegate and 
that any changes that are made will be carefully con- 
sidered. 

Personally I am in favor of Mr. Misner’s plan but I 
think we should also consider the proper fee the State 
Associations should charge for their membership fee. I 
can conceive of a few people in some one state that were 
politically minded that would make this membership fee 
in the State Association quite high and use their own 
State Association to their own advancement which would 
not only bring up difficulties in the state in which the 
state association existed but also in the National Hol- 
stein Association.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Respecting the renewal of the resolution looking to- 
wards permission to discontinue publication of the Herd 
Book and eliminating the expenses of $6,000 in pub- 
lishing it, I am interested in the discussion of the matter 
in the last edition of the World. This resolution was 
unanimously tabled two years ago after Secretary Seav- 
erns had stressed the fact that the additional cost of 
the expense of opertaing a revised system of records in 
the form of certificates showing chart pedigrees would 
be greater than the expense of printing the Herd Book 
under the present form. Personally, I never quite under- 
stood what was meant by the chart form of certificate 
or what the “showing of chart pedigrees” was proposed 
to be. It would be of very little value to breeders in any 
event. This is so because it could be obviously only 
show in the pedigree of the animals, with or without 
records, butterfat test, classification and show ring per 
formance at the time of issuance of certificate. What 
breeders need and must have is up-to-date information 
at all time on all points of the animals in our our herds

Farm, Detroit, has made a Close 
study of the inheritance for high test 
of Baker Farm Goliath, junior sire 
in the Raylumn herd, Manchester, 
Michigan. Of Goliath’s sire, Ormsby 
Direct, Mr. Emerick says, ‘Here, 
probably unintentionally, is some 
very constructive breeding toward 
the purification of the factors for 
good butterfat test and the elimina- 
tion of the factors for low butterfat 
test.”” Ormsby Direct, who has 46 
H, I. R. daughters that average 630 
lbs. of fat with a 3.69% test, is a 
son of Governor Fobes Ormsby Aag- 
gie, he by Governor Fobes, and he 
by Marathon Bess’ Burke. The 
daughters of Governor Fobes have a 
test range from 3.0 to 4.4%, with 
about one half of them below 3.5%. 
He was bred to Daisy Aaggie Ormsby

the most effective use of their fieldman’s time, Alto- 
gether too little has been heard from the membership 
relative to the work program best adapted to their terri- 
tory. All members are invited to speak up and offer 
suggestions. 
Extension Director’s Activities for 1938 

Concerning his own activities, Mr. Householder says: 

“Reporting for duty on January 15, the Extension 
Director traveled in excess of 65,000 miles before the 
close of 1938, visiting 31 states, and having contact with 
officials of county, state and community Holstein organi- 
zations in each state. The year has been largely one of 
‘putting the ear to the ground’ to hear from the breeders 
themselves just what type of service they would have 
their Association render in its effort to keep the Black 
and White cow at the head of the dairy world. The one 
outstanding request overshadowing all others was the 
demand for more intensified publicity, particularly in 
news columns of the daily, weekly, and rural press. 
Through this long trip, the Director was deeply im-

105TH EARLVILLE SALE 

The 105th Earlville Sale, held at 
Earlville, N. Y., on May 9 and 10, 
sharply refiected the turbulent condi- 
tion of the New York milk shed, 74 
cows in milk averaging but $126.82, 
with $182.50 as the top price of the 
sale. A total of 168 head were sold 
in the two days, with better than half 
being young bulls and heifers not yet 
in milk. 31 of these heifers were 
from untested dams, an averaged 
$77.88. Ten bred heifers over two 
years but not vet fresh averaged 
$1235.50, while 18 not yet two years 
old (bred) averaged $98.19. 11 
unbred heifers, under 2 years, aver- 
aged $59.09, and 17 heifer calves, 
from CTA and untested dams, aver- 
aged $61.03. The 32 bulls averaged 
$79.45, with $152.50 as the top fig- 
ure. 

All females in milk were sold the 
first day, along with about a dozen 
bulls, and many breeders took ad- 
tage of the favorable prices to make 
fine additions to their herds. Allen 
T. Jones, Highland Mills, N. Y., who 
took seven head at $925, included 
the top cow of the sale in his selec- 
tions. Neildale Netherland Posch, a 





four-year-old with 401 Ibs. fat in 
CTA as a three-year-old, brought this 
figure, consigned from the herd of 
Fred J. Neilitz, Corning, N. Y. Heav- 
iest buyer in the sale was Mrs. N. 
Rasmussen, who purchased 13 head 
for the herd she is building at Elm- 
wood Farms, Deerfield, Ill. These in- 
cluded Greenaway Nellie Nyol, com- 
ing four years old and just fresh, 
consigned by David J. Roberts, Sau- 
quoit, N. Y., who brought $175. 
Others brought up to $147.50 and 
the Elmwood purchases _ totalled 
$1,840. Another heavy buyer was 
Cc. S. Hunter & Son, Chester, N. Y., 
who took 12 head for $102.50, pay- 
ing up to $145 for a good cow from 
Richard M. Anderson, Little York, 
N. ¥. 75 buyers from New York, 
together with Mrs. Rasmussen and 
two Connecticut buyers absorbed the 
offering. A number of _ breeders 
bought several head of young heifers 
and calves.

able showing, especially in the milk- 
ing classes, including at the National 
Dairy Show the first and fifth groups 
of three best females in milk, bred 
by exhibitor; first prize dairy herd; 
second prize group of ten head, as 
well as second prize 3-year-old heifer 
and third prize senior Get of Sire. 
A large proportion of these splendid 
milking animals were sired by Sir 
Ormsby Fobes Dictator. In produce 
tion, they are backing up their show 
winnings with records up to 664 Ibs. 
fat in Class B in two-year-old form, 
with a flock of 600-lb. 2-year-olds 
now finishing. Aside from a half 
dozen daughters whose records were 
abnormal owing to fungus poisoning- 
ing, his index close to 600 Ibs. fat. 
and going up. There are over 60 
daughters, we understand, in the 
Cherokee State Hospital herd. 
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A few years ago, Paul Stewart 
made them all step on the big-time 
circuit with the daughters of his old 
sire, Sir Skylark Ormsby Fobes. So 
impressed were the Maytag people 
with the udders and dairy quality of 
these daughters that they purchased 
him, along with three of his daugh- 
ters. The bull was advanced in years 
and was stifled so they knew his days 
were probably numbered and this 
proved to be the case, but they did 
succeed in getting four cows bred to 
him, three artificially. Three heifers 
and a bull calf resulted. The bull, 
out of Man-O-War Betsy Posch, will 
be kept as a possible junior sire. Of 
the three daughters purchased, one 
died about two months calving, and 
starting on an exceptionally high 
record. One of the others made 889 
lbs. fat as a senior three-year-old. 
(third high in 1938) while the third 
one is now on test, with 501 Ibs. fat 
in 5 months, averaging 4.6% fat. 
One of her daughters has just re- 
cently broken the junior 2-year-old 
record for 10 months in B at Paul 
Stewart’s as recently announced. 

Following the death of the Sky- 
lark bull, the Maytag people imme- 
diately began to investigate his best 
sons, and they soon became _ im- 
pressed with the Dictator bull at 
Cherokee State Hospital. An effort 
was made to purchase him early in 
1938, but the Board at that time 
was unwilling to sell, but finally did 
consent to lease him for six months 
beginning August 1. Purchase was 
concluded in April at a price of 
$2,500. While this bull has type 
good enough to show, it is the inten- 
tiotion to keep him busy at home, 
and judging by the past he will make 
some real history. Incidentally, he 
earries out strongly on both sides 
the Ormsby line that Mr. Maytag has 
followed from the beginning of his 
herd 20 years ago.

Keenly interested 
in the problem of breeding better 
dairy cattle and in scientific agricul- 
ture, he personally manages the 
1000-acre estate and the fine Hol- 
stein herd that is taking shape here.

ed on so heavily. A _ distinguished 
show winner himself, the offspring 
of this son of King Bessie have won 
top honors in class at the National, 
and show rich promise. He became 
the new Brooklands herd sire at 
$1000, a price quite generally re- 
garded as a bargain figure. He is 
now at home in one of the spacious 
bull paddocks that distinguish the 
Brooklands lay-out. 


The Blodgett purchases did not 
end here. Perhaps the next most 
significant selection was the noted 
brood cow, Fobes Korndyke Geral- 
dine. Just turned eight years old, 
and due in June to King Bessie him- 
self, she looks like one of the 
“steals’’ of the sale at $450. An 
Illinois State Champion with 885 
lbs. fat in Class B at 4 years (4.1% 
fat), she is probably the greatest 
breeding daughter of the All-Time 
All-American, Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld.

York.
